window. A professional air, but an 
inexpensive one, can be obtained 
by hanging two pairs of standard 
size Priscilla curtains. Sew each 
pair together at the outside edge, 
ruffle edges out, Then for a won- 
drous splash of color, dye with tur- 
quoise or yellow all purpose dye
